Henry Back, Briggs Out, Hills In

In an election that took shape as town poHcy in 
Marion took center stage. Selectman John Henry easily 
won re-election, while Sherman Briggs was bounced from 
the Planning Board. 

With 495 votes, the plain-spoken and razor-sharp 
Henry cruised to victory over challengers Dale Jones (185) 
and Planning Board member Ted North (149), just days 
after a Town Meeting that saw the incumbent carrying 
the flag for the Board of Selectmen on contentious article 
upon contentious article. 

Two of those articles comprised the solar bylaw, 
and they met divergent fates: Article 30 (which sought to 
formalize the residential solar installation process) failed, 
and Article 31 (mandating a Municipal Solar Overlay 
District and allowing for a community solar garden) 
carried. 

Similarly, the Planning Board's candidates' 
fortunes split Friday night: Incumbent Briggs (364 votes), 
who was against the solar bylaw, lost his spot, while solar 
bylaw opponent Tom Magauran did not seek re-election. 
But Jerry Ferrari (447 votes), a Marion resident who 
voted against both articles, earned a seat, as did Energy 
Management Committee member Norm Hills (430 votes), 
a dogged solar bylaw advocate.

But members of the Board of Assessors, who came 
out against the initiative earlier this year, wasted no time 
making their feelings known on Monday night: Chairman 
John Mello told voters that the Board prefers a quarterly 
system and would prepare a proposal in time for the next 
Town Meeting.

''We have concerns about some of the costs/' 
Naida Parker said, going on to explain potential liability 
issues that the Selectmen and Town Counsel see as risky, 
at best. 

But Rochester Board of Health Chair Dale 
Barrows blasted this line of reasoning, while other 
members and residents expressed how well the District 
has functioned under the direction of Karen Walega, 
whose services the town could have lost if Article 10 
passed. 

"It's difficult to find someone of her caliber," 
Board of Health member Sandra Keese said. "This is a 
silly idea." 

Rochester voters agreed to the tune of 125-2. 

One major health-related change that Rochester 
did approve was the upgrade of EMT services from 
Basic Life Support to Advanced Life Support. Though 
it boosted the EMT budget from $191,878 to $321,675, 
officials argued successfully that the enhanced capabilities 
would save lives as well as recoup costs with increased 
call volume and billing reimbursements. 

The EMT item was part of the Fiscal Year 2014 
Operating Budget of $18,413,066 - aka Article 5, which 
passed, as did all other articles elsewhere on the Warrant 
(and Special Warrant). They included:

Scurvey in Guinea Pigs 

My guinea pig is eating less and cries when he walks. My 
friend said he has a Vitamin C deficiency. Is she correct? 
The most common problem in guinea pigs is scurvy, 
which is caused by a Vitamin C deficiency. Your guinea 
pig's signs are consistent with this nutritional disorder. 

How can I prevent my guinea pig from developing scurvy? 

1. Purchase small bags of pellets. Vitamin C only lasts 
in pellets for 3 months from the time that it is manufac- 
tured. 

2. Supplement his diet with vegetables that are rich in 
Vitamin C such as peppers, kale and dandelion leaves. 

3. Supplement his diet with Vitamin C drops that are 
made for children. 50 mg per day is safe.

District School Committee spot, but a write-in winner 
could emerge. 

The Mattapoisett Election drew 661 voters for a 
14 percent turnout. 

Hubbard earned 379 votes to Jaskolka's 246, with 
36 blanks. 

Grain's 396 was more than enough to hold off 
Osenkowski, who received 193, with 72 blanks. 

"I'm excited and pleased,'' Grain said after 
learning of her victory. "I think voters responded to my 
experience and background geared toward planning.

Next up was an approval to send letters to 
Marion residents who were found to be in violation of 
connections to the Marion septic system. Thirty-four 
residents were in violation, and the Board approved the 
letters of notification that the residents have 180 days or 
six months to remedy the situation prior to a re-inspection 
by the town. 

The fall town meeting was determined to be held 
on October 28 at 7:00 pm.

Easement Holder Can Cut Vegetation 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The Rochester Conservation Commission ruled 
Tuesday night that Gregory Kamon of 11 Briarwood Lane 
could cut vegetation specified by the Commission on the 
easement that he shares with David Gomes. 

Gomes lives on the adjacent lot, and he disagreed 
with Kamon' s decision to cut vegetation along the 
walkway, which borders Gomes' deck. 

'T don't want to cut a lot," said Kamon. "I just 
want it to be passable. Fm not looking to do a lot. For the 
very few times I put a canoe in, I just want a spot to get it 
in." 

Gomes argued it was illegal for Kamon to 
perform work on his property, but the Commission 
ultimately decided it was reasonable for Kamon to 
perform plant maintenance to the path. 

Gomes has 21 days to appeal their decision, and if 
he wants to, he can take legal action regarding the matter. 

The Commission also discussed the allocation of 
$5,000 from a grant they received from the Makepeace 
Neighborhood Fund for the Dogget's Brook project that is 
currently under way. 

Commissioners said that several people have 
volunteered their time and equipment to working on the

The evening's meeting started out quickly with 
a fast turnaround for Brian Porter, Vice President of 
Brophy & Phillips Co. Real Estate regarding Mattapoisett 
Landing Units 6, 7, 8 and 102, situated on Fairhaven 
Road. Porter was before the Board to explain plan 
changes for one unit from triplex to a duplex. With no 
concerns, the Board approved the changes as submitted. 

The balance of the night was then given over 
to Grant King, Principal Comprehensive Planner 
for SRPEDD for a public hearing on the draft of 
Mattapoisett' s future in terms of re-zoning, land 
protection, property protection and growth. 

King prefaced his presentation by stating for 
the assembled, ''This is not SRPEDD' s work; this is your 
work." He also made it clear that is was an informal 
conversation of the draft work that had been done with 
a coalition of townspeople from Mattapoisett. He then 
explained the necessity of this work for Mattapoisett' s 
future. 

Putting the material in context, he said that in 
2008, as part of the Southcoast Rail Project, an original 
plan was prepared. Via a PowerPoint presentation, he 
overlaid the 2012 plan to demonstrate some differences 
for the group's consideration. 

He then explained that a 2010 state executive

order (EO 525) required cities and towns in the corridor 
region to establish fully fleshed plans. The directive 
doesn't tell municipalities what they must do or develop, 
plan or build, but that those plans have merit. Throughout 
his presentation. King emphasized that the draft was the 
town's plan, not SRPEDD's. 

He explained the priority development areas 
were where the group thought types of light commercial 
or other construction might be reasonable to help 
revenue sources for the town. One example is a site off 
Crystal Springs Road that is an old gravel pit; it might be 
considered for rezoning for low impact development. 

The meeting was then turned over for public 
comment.

Bonnie DeSouza said the ''landfill area was 
recently approved for solar farm - it's a perfectly good 
area for that." She added that "another old gravel pit 
behind the Knights of Columbus might be a good spot for 
commercial development" and "the entire length of Route 
6 should be more business friendly." She went on to say 
"We don't want to change laws that might affect the use 
of the boatyard areas, for the important work it does for 
our water recreation." 

Mary Grain asked, "Can the same be said about 
the boatyard at Brandt Island?" 

King said the same logic would apply and swiftly 
made the changes to the draft. 

Paul Osenkowski asked, "What is low impact 
development?" 

King said it is "mostly associated with storm 
water runoff ... so rather than a CVS coming in, rather 
than just building a parking lot, we could make them 
build in swales to divert rainwater runoff." 

Osenkowski said, "It seems because of an 
executive order we are being asked to increase the 
number of homes and businesses so that we can increase 
revenue into the town and pack more people into cluster 
development." 

Again King said, "This is not SRPEDD's work, 
this is not the state's work, this is your fellow citizen's 
work." He said, "this is a basic plan use exercise which 
is taking place across the 27 communities in SRPEDD 
coverage." He continued, "where do the towns want 
growth, where to the towns want protection . . . the state 
is providing grants for towns that have made statements 
about growth . . . there is some incentive [to the town] by 
making money available." 

The state is offering two types of grants. One 
is for Mass works projects such as sewer extensions.

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bike paths, roadwork, and the other is for economic 
development studies that may include residential 
expansion studies. But King also said, "The state is not 
trying to influence behavior with funding.'' 

Brad Hathaway spoke, saying, "lb years ago 
they tried to extend the business along Route 6, the same 
town meeting they turned the same business area back 
to residential ... I think this is a very poor turnout by the 
town on something that is so important to the town,'' 
noting that there were approximately 15 people present. 

Hathaway then reminded the group, "We cannot 
protect the wetlands in this town without a wetlands 
protection bylaws, mostly because of the action of 
the Conservation Commission. Until we get wetlands 
protection bylaws, this is ridiculous." 

King responded, "But we are not talking about 
zoning now . . . that would have to go to town meeting for 
public vote before any of these suggestions, before any 
zoning changes can be implemented." 

Gary Johnson asked, "Can you compare 
Mattapoisett to Marion," indicating that he wished to 
see how the latter had zoned its part of Route 6. He said, 
"We can't have non-discriminatory plans for Route 6 from 
border to border." 

Bob Rogers wanted to clarify that, "business 
development doesn't mean it has to be commercial 
development ... it could be medical offices, or senior 
housing." 

Board member Karen Fields asked King, "What 
do you see in the future for villages to stay a village?" 

King replied, "Good planning and good zoning 

work." 

King went on to say that SRPEDD will review the 
plans to find the things that are most important for the 
town. He encouraged everyone to participate in regional 
meetings and to visit the SRPEDD website at www. 
srpedd.org/ scr-update.asp.

The map will be accessible to elected officials of the town, 
and could be instrumental for future town planning as 
well as for neighboring towns to plan with each other. 

'If we give you the best information available, 
and it can help the development of the community,'' 
Napolitano said. 'Tt will really help the towns work 
together in the future. You know what resources are there, 
what areas to protect. It really gives you a good read on 
the carrying capacity of the area." 

The SRPEDD research plans also act as sort of 
a middleman between the towns and the state. With 
potential grants available to the municipalities, the maps 
can help make them more appealing when they apply. 

Part of the main focus of the plans are to show 
priority development and protection areas within the 
region. 

The GIS show "target natural resources to protect 
and target areas to develop," King said. "It's a good tool 
for you and your professional staff, and we're always here 
to help you with it." 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson 
recommended that each member of the Board take a look 
at the map to identify any potential problems or changes 
that the town feels it should make. King asked that each 
member do so by June 1 so they can continue with the 
next phases of their research.

Board, as it has been in prior meetings. It is not personal, 
but simply a difference in opinion. Although I think they 
mischaracterized the Special Permit process, I respect 
their opinion on the solar bylaw and, by the way they 
conducted themselves, I believe they respected our 
opinion.

star Trek Into Darkness, Starring Chris Pine and Bene- 
dict Cumberbatch. Directed by J.J. Abrams. Running 
time: 133 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Star Trek Into Darkness is such a brooding, porten- 
tous title for such a zippy goofball of a movie. Why Into 
Darkness? Probably because it sounds cool. The movie also 
sounds cool — the decibel level, as usual with these sum- 
mer behemoths, is punishing — and looks cool. ''CooV 
has seldom been an adjective associated with Star Trek, 
at least among non-Trekkies; what franchise rebooters 
J.J. Abrams (director) and his writing cohorts Damon 
Lindelof, Alex Kurtzman and Roberto Orci have done 
is to make Gene Roddenberry's gentle humanist day- 
dream safe for consumers of more steak-and-potatoes fare 
like Fast and Furious. To that end, lots of things explode 
and there are many, many chases, many races against 
the clock. This is a movie in which an event that would 
climax a frailer movie — Spock (Zachary Quinto) setting 
off a cold-fusion device inside a volcano to quell its erup- 
tion — is just the throat-clearing opener, explaining why 
impetuous Captain Kirk (Chris Pine) is busted down to 
First Officer 

Kirk saved an entire planet, but he wasn't sup- 
posed to — he broke the Prime Directive, observe but 
don't mess with alien civilizations — so, for his troubles, 
he gets demoted and loses his ship, the Enterprise, to his 
mentor. Captain Pike (Bruce Greenwood). That doesn't 
stick, though, because soon a terrorist (Benedict Cumber- 
batch) has someone set off a bomb in London (it's nice to 
see that London will still have trees in the 23rd century) 
and tries to kill all of the Starfleet's captains. This is bad, 
so Admiral Marcus (Peter Weller) authorizes Kirk to take 
off after the terrorist and terminate him with extreme 
prejudice. The terrorist turns out to be Khan, a name fa- 
miliar from a thousand internet memes featuring William 
Shatner bellowing it. 

This is not quite the Khan we remember from the 
original Star Trek episode "Space Seed" and its feature- 
length sequel The Wrath of Khan; this rebooted Star Trek 



follows an alternate timeline, which theoretically means 
the crew of the Enterprise should be free to have all new 
adventures and encounter fresh new threats, not face off 
once again with a reiteration of a villain they battled 31 
years ago in a different timeline. Benedict Cumberbatch 
seems to know he can't compete with Ricardo Montal- 
ban's beloved and richly campy reading of Khan, so he 
doesn't even try; besides, he doesn't have the dialogue. 
(And this movie, chasing as it does the Vin Diesel crowd, 
wouldn't dream of having a Melville-quoting Khan spit- 
ting venom at a Dickens-reading Kirk. This Kirk might 
only pick up a book if it were lying atop an issue of Play- 
boy, but it's amusing that he's still listening to the Beastie 
Boys.) 

A Star Trek film lives or dies on the chemistry of 
the crew, and on that level the new movie sort of works. I 
like how actors such as Simon Pegg and Karl Urban seem 
to have enough reverence for James Doohan and DeFor- 
est Kelley to mimic the late actors' mannerisms, but also 
enough of their own wit to make the characters their own. 
The characters are fun to spend time with. But the script 
deals in so many pointless twists and so much parking-lot 
logic (i.e., the kind of plot holes that make you go "Wait 
a minute" on your way to your car, and perhaps sooner) 
that there never seem to be any serious stakes. The movie 
hits the ground running and never stops; it gets winded 
with the frantic efforts to keep hustling us over all the plot 
speed bumps. Also, the movie ends with a glaring cheat 
that essentially means nobody in the Star Trek universe 
has to die any more. At least Spock stayed dead for a 
while, back in the '80s when death still mattered in mov- 



ies. 



Fairly early on, I figured out how dumb Star Trek 
Into Darkness was going to be, so I just relaxed into the 
dumbness. It's a top-notch light show (I saw it in 2D, so 
can't comment on how effective the post-converted 3D 
is), scored with excitable flourish by Michael Giacchino. 
After a while I laughed at myself for watching a movie 
that climaxed, more or less, with a chase on foot between 
Khan and a really ticked-off Spock. This, I remind you, 
is a movie that begins with Spock stopping a volcano from 
erupting, and eventually winds up with the same mechan- 
ics — minus the hopping from airship to airship — that 
you see at the end of every fifth-rate cop show. The poor 
movie. It just wears itself right out. You almost want to 
offer it some iced tea and sit it under a tree for a spell.

Parking Passes and Shellfish Permits are now 
available in the Treasurer/ Collector's Office. The 
traditional Parking Sticker for Mattapoisett residents 
and property owners is being replaced with a Parking 
Pass Placard to be hung on a vehicle's rearview mirror. 
The placard should make it easier for the enforcing 
departments to identify vehicles that are not in 
compliance with the parking rules and regulations. 

A Parking Pass, which costs $10, is required for 
parking at the following locations: Town Landing (off 
Mattapoisett Neck Road), Shining Tides Beach (End of 
Reservation Road), Hiller's Cove Beach (off Aucoot Road), 
Town Beach (Water Street) and Town Wharf (Shipyard 



Park - Water Street). Proof of current vehicle registration 
is required for purchasing a Parking Pass. In addition, 
non-resident property owners must provide proof of 
property ownership; and year-round renters must provide 
a valid lease. 

New for 2013 is the Guest Parking Pass, for use by 
family members and summer renters. The Guest Parking 
Pass must be displayed on the vehicle's rearview mirror 
and is transf err able from vehicle to vehicle. Guest Parking 
Passes can be purchased by a property owner for $35, 
upon the purchase of at least one regular Parking Pass. 
Guest Passes are not replaceable and are not valid at the 
Town Wharf.
